Rev. Robert Finley McCle&n, a na- 


tire of Gettysburg and a Presbyte- 
rian minister, died at his home in 
Mechanicsburg on last Sunday, May 
13, aged 72 years and 2 months. He 
received a stroke of paralysis on 
Saturday, May 5, shortly after 
he 


had finished the preparation of a ser- 
mon for the following day. His con- 
dition remained critical throughout 
last 
week. While

some years has not been of a robust 
type, yet he was able to take part in 
many church activities, 
frequently- 


preaching. During the first week of 
this month he attended the special 
meeting of the Carlisle Presbytery 
at Great Conewago Church and took 
part in the

Rev. Bruchhaus and seemed in better 
health than usual. 


Robert F. McClean was born in 


Gettysburg March 13, 184-, a son of 
the late Moses and Hannah Mary 
McClean. He received his education 
in the public schools of this town 
and at Gettysburg College. His col- 
lege course was 
interrupted by a

turning to college he graduated in 
the class of 1868. For a year or two 
following he taught i;. the Gettys- 
burg High School and then entered 
Princeton Seminary, from which he 
graduated in 1872.

Red Cross News. 


A telegram on Tuesday to the Get- 


tysburg 
Chapter of the American 


Red Cross contained the following 
message to Red Cross Chapters from 
President Wilson: 


"f have to-day created within the 


Red Cross a War Council to which 
will be entrusted the duty of re- 
sponding to the •extraordinary de- 
mands which the present war will 
make upon the services of the Red 
Cross both in the field and in civilian 
relief. The best way in which to im- 
part the greatest efficiency and en- 
ergy to the relief work this war will 
entail will be to concentrate it in the 
hands of a single experienced orga- 
nization which has been recognized 
by law and by international conven- 
tion as the public instrumentality for 
such purposes. 


"Indeed, such a concentration of 


administrative action in this matter 
seems to me absolutely necessary, 
and I hereby earnestly call upon all 
those 
who 
can 
contribute either 


great sums or small to the allevia- 
tion of the 
suffering and distress 


which must inevitably arise out of 
this light for humanity and democ- 
racy, to contribute to the Red Cross. 
It \vill be one of the first and most 
necessary tasks of the new 
War 


Council of the Red Cross to raise 
!great sums of money for the support 
of the work tu be done and done 
upon a great scale. 1 hope that the 


i response to their efforts will be a 
demonstration of the generosity of 
America and the power of genuine 
practical sympathy among our peo- 
ple that will corn:ij:?.nd the admira- 
jtion of the whole \\o-ld.1'

Applicants for a Professional Certificate must pass a 


thorough examination in all branches required for a Pro- 
visional Certificate and two of the following branches: 
vocal music, drawing, English literature, plane geometry, 
general history, physical geography, elementary botany, 
elementary zoology, or elementary physics. 


The examination in Theory of Teaching for both grades 


of certificates will be based on "The Rural School, Its 
Methods and Management/' by Culter and Stone, and 
"Community Civics," by Field and Nearing. 


Persons not prepared to pass a thorough examination 


in all of the required subjects should not enter the class. 
As an indication of what is deemed a minimum require- 
ment for admission into the profession of teaching the 
following resolution was adopted by the leading educa- 
tors of our Commonwealth. 


"That the minimum standard for admission to the pro- 


fession of teaching includes a requirement of a high 
school course or its equivalent and an additional year, in- 
cluding professional subjects, and a review of the ele- 
mentary subjects in an approved school." 


Section 1202 of the School Code reads as follows: 


Every teacher employed to teach in the public schools of 
this Commonwealth must be a person of good moral char- 
acter, and must be at least eighteen years of age, and sub- 
mit a health certificate. Blanks for this purpose will be 
f orwarded by the County Superintendent upon receipt of 
a self-addressed stamped envelope. 


Applicants unknown to the Superintendent will be ex- 


pected to present letters of recommendation. 


Applicants for Professional Certificates must present 


recommendations from the board of school directors by 
whom they were last employed. 


Applicants will please come prepared to submit a speci- 


ment of their penmanship and read a selection of their 
own choice. 


The work will be done in ink. Paper for preliminary 


wor, pencils, ink, pens, erasers, and legal cap paper or any 
high grade paper must be furnished by the applicants. 
Stamped envelope, and fasteners will be furnished on day 
of examination. 


All certificates will be issued by July 14. Directors in 


districts in which teachers holding Provisional Certifi- 
cates will be employed should not appoint this class of 
teachers before the certificates are issued. 


The examinations are open to the public. School di- 


rectors are especially invited to be present.

SAND HILL GRAMMAR SCHOOL, CONEWAGO TWP. 


STANDARDIZED (COUNTY STANDARD) APRIL 11, M17. 


This building Avas erected in 1884 and the school was 


named Kindig's School after a family of that part of the 
county. It retained that name until April 14, 1896, when 
is was changed to Sand Hill. The following teachers 
have taught the Sand Hill School since the building was 
erected: 


Miss Cora L. Stair, from 1884 to 1885. 
Mr. T. J. Bankert from 1885 to 1886. 
Mr. J. L. Hildebrand from 1886 to 1S87. 
Mr. Joseph McCann from 1887 to 1888. 
Mr. J. Francis Yake from 1888 to 1889. 
Mr. E. J. Geiselman from 1889 to 1890. 
Mr. Joseph Take from 1890 to 1891. 
Mr. Charles H. Richter from 1891 to 1909. 
Mr. J. Francis Yake from 1909 to the present time. 
In 1896 the school was divided and an addition built to 


the original building to accommodate the Primary School. 


The school is located in Conewaso township, Adams 


county, on the road leading from Hanover to New Oxford 
and within twelve feet of the borough limits of McSher- 
ry?ixnvn. 


The grounds are elevated and well drained. There are 


six shade treees on the grounds. It is a brick building 
with vestibule and is in good repair. 


The building is heated by the Waterbury System. The 


room is supplied with outline maps, globe, clock, cabinet, 
library, thermometer, reference books, drinking fountain, 
pictures, single desks, slate blackboard, etc. At the pres- 
ent time the school has 48 pupils. 


The teacher, J. Francis Yake. 
J. Francis! Yake was bom in Oxford township, Adams 


county, and attended the schools of the township until 
the age of 16 when he entered the Summer Normal School 
at Abbottstown to prepare for teaching. Among his best 


teachers were Prof. J. W. Thoiuan, Prof. D. Eberty. jnd 
Mr. E. G. Topper. He has taught in the schools of this 
county for twenty-eight years in the following districts: 
Mount Pleasant township for four years; Union Inde- 
pendent, ten years; Conewago township, thirteen years. 
Some of his pupils are now ministers, twenty are teach- 
ing, and many others are filling positions of trust and 
honor, and twenty-one have graduated from the Eighth 
Grade. 


He has served the Borough of McSherrystown as Clerk 


of the Council and Burgess. 
He is a cigar packer by 


trade and was foreman of a large factory in McSherrys- 
town for a number of years. 


Mr. Yake is one of the county's most substantial teach- 


ers and has always rendered efficient service. 


The School Board. 


The school board at present is composed of J. Wallace 


Noel, president; Edward Murren, vice president; Frank 
Becker, secretary; John H. Menges, treasurer, and the 
other member is Henry A. Sell, who furnished the new 
flag pole for the school board. Three are farmers, one 
cigarmaker, and one motorman. This is one of the few 
rural districts where the teachers receive more than the 
minimum salary. There are seven schools in the town- 
ship and all are graded.

"he has been duly registered on the 
date specified. 


The holder of the card is supposed
